You Need to Know 


1. When can | discuss admissions for 
the spring semester? Daily in the 
Admissions/ Registrar Office and 
Counseling Center, during office 
hours. 


2. Where do | go? Admissions/ Reg- 
istrar Office is in Jenkins Hall. 
Counselors are in the Student 
Center. Faculty advisors are in 
their appropriate offices. 


3. When are counselors available to 
talk with me regarding the courses 
| would like to take? Counselors 
will be on duty Monday through 
Friday, during regular office 
hours. 


4. Is there an advisor available to 
help me with veterans affairs? Yes, 
the Veterans Office will be open 
Monday through Thursday, from 
noon to8 p.m., and on Friday from 
8 a.m. to 4:30 p.m. 


5. When is early registration? Early 
registration will be from November 
18 through 21, Monday through 
Thursday, 1 p.m. to 7 p.m. 


6. When is the last day | can register? 
The last day to register without 


paying a late fee will be January 16. 


7. When are fees due and how much 
are they? Fees must be paid as 


students complete registration. 
(See fee schedule in current 
catalogue.) 


8. When will late fees be charged? 
A late fee of $10 will be charged 
after January 16. Late registration 
ends January 23. 


9. When do classes begin? Classes 
begin January 20. 


10. When may | purchase books? 
Books may be purchased daily 
from 8 a.m. to 4p.m., and during 
registration, January 15 and 16. 


11. May | enter Tyler Junior College if | 
did not graduate from high 
school? Students not graduated 
from high school, who are 21 years 
of age or older, may be granted ad- 
mission upon application. 


12. When should my high school or 
college transcripts be submitted? 
Transcripts from institutions pre- 
viously attended, i.e., high school 
or ALL accredited colleges, should 
be on file in the Registrar's Office 
by January 15.

2. Students may visit with a counselor 
or faculty advisor for advisement as 
to what courses they should take.

3. Students must have a trial schedule 
prepared before entering registra- 
tion area.

Registration will be in Wagstaff

Permit obtained earlier in the Admis- 
sions/ Registrar Office. 


A. New Students 

1. All students entering Tyler Junior 
College for the first time must 
see a counselor. A first-time en- 
tering student will be so noted on 
his/her registration forms, and 
the courses for which he/she is 
registering will be written by a 
counselor on the registration 
form and initialed by that 
counselor. 


2. Early Admission Students must 
talk with the Early Admissions 
Counselor and have his/her 
schedule approved. A letter of ap- 
proval from the high school must 
be presented to the Early Admis- 
sions Counselor before class 
selections can be made. 


B. Returning Students 
1. All returning students taking 
either a mathematics or English 
course for the first time at Tyler 
Junior College must see a coun- 
selor to check for placement.

When space is available, permission 
to audit a course may be granted to 
students who have been admitted to 
the College, and who either already 
have credit in the course or do not 
wish credit for the work. Audit regis- 
tration will follow the same instruc- 
tions as for late registration.

What Every Veteran 
Student Should Know 


Veteran students and qualified de- 
pendents should be aware of the fol- 
lowing facts: 


When to Apply 

You must apply for benefits each 
semester. Nothing is automatic. All 
forms and assistance are available on 
campus from the Veterans’ Services 
Coordinator located in the Registrar’s 
Office. 

A veteran or qualified dependent 
must be a registered student before 
forms can be submitted to the 
Veterans Administration Regional 
Office for application for benefit pay- 
ments. Evidence of enrollment must 
be furnished to the Tyler Junior 
College Veterans’ Services Coordina- 
tor each enrollment period in order for 
benefit payment to continue. 

Students will be certified only for 
courses Outlined in their degree ob- 
jective approved by the Veterans 
Administration. 


Course Changes 

Course changes (drop-add) must be 
in compliance with requirements of 
the degree objective specified to the 
Veterans Administration. Each veteran 
(and qualified dependent) is responsi- 
ble for notifying the Veterans’ Services 
Coordinator of any changes in his/her 
schedule during the drop-add period 
and any changes thereafter. Failure to 
do so does not relieve the student of 
responsibility to report to the Veterans 
Administration or for any possible 
liability for overpayment which may be 
created. 


Non-Completion Grades 

V.A. regulations state that veterans 
(and qualified dependents) who drop 
classes after the drop-add period may 
be liable for overpayment retroactive 
to the beginning of the semester. Stu- 
dents who receive a grade of “W” 
(withdrawal or drop) or “WF” may be 
liable for overpayment back to the be- 
ginning of the semester, exception 
being for mitigating circumstances 
established by the Veterans 
Administration. 


Satisfactory Grades 

Satisfactory grades must be main- 
tained in order to assure continued 
qualification for V.A. educational 
benefits. 


Concurrent Enrollment 

If you are concurrently enrolled in 
another institution, you must notify 
the Veterans’ Services Coordinator in 
order for necessary paperwork to be 
submitted for correct receipt of 
benefits. 


Transfer Students 

Transfer students must furnish 
transcripts for previous enrollment in 
order that proper credit may be 
granted toward the degree objective 
designated to the Veterans 
Administration. 


Repeating Courses 

Veterans or qualified dependents 
may be certified for repeating a course 
if the grade previously earned does not 
satisfy graduation requirements and 
overall progress is satisfactory.

Glossary of Terms 


Admissions Office — The office and 
staff that receive applications for 
admission of students. 


Concurrent Enrollment — Students 
who are enrolled in two institutions at 
the same time. 


Counseling — Guidance provided 
by professional counselors in arts and 
sciences, technology, vocational, 
social and personal matters. 


Course Change Period — The period 
designated in the catalog in which 
students can add or drop courses. 


Freshman Orientation — A course 
designed to help students bridge the 
gap between high school and college. 
Required for all full-time day students 
during their first semester of 
enrollment. 


Full-time Students — A student en- 
rolled for 12 or more semester hours. 


Grade Point — The numerical value 
of acollege letter grade. Honor points 
per semester: A-4, B-3, C-2, D-1, F-0. 


Part-time Students — A student en- 
rolled for 11 or less semester hours. 


Prerequisite — A requirement that 
must be satisfied before enrolling ina 
particular course (usually a previous 
course), or consent of program 
coordinator. 


Registrar — An officer of the college 
responsible for registering students, 
keeping academic records and evalu- 
ating their credentials. 


Semester Hour — One semester 
hour represents one lecture hour per 
week for 16 weeks, or for one 
semester. 


Transcript — An official copy of a 
student’s educational record. 


Transfer Student — A student who 
has attended one educational institu- 
tion and now attends a different 
institution. 


Withdrawal — A student who has 
withdrawn from aclass or from 
school, upon submission of a with- 
drawal petition to the Registrar's 
Office. ‘“W” means withdrawing while 
passing. “WF” means withdrawing 
while failing. 


Family Rights
